I would like to know when the law was 


changed to allow County Commissioners to 
gravel private drives and private roads? I 
was of the opinion that they were not 
supposed to be in competition with private 
enterprise. This has been going on in 
I 


Navarro County for sometime. 


County Judge Rob Dunn says that if this 


is going on he has no knowledge of it. He 
says that commissioners should not work 
on private property except in rare in- 
stances when it would be to the public 
benefit, such as cutting water ditches to 
keep a road from flooding. 


All the commissioners say that they do 


not do work on private property. They say 
the only time they might get gravel on a 
private road is when they are putting 
gravel over a newly installed culvert, and 
that when the gravel is placed on the 
culvert some of it might get pushed onto 
the private road. They all say that this is 
usually a minimum amount of travel. 


Billy Hargrove, commissioner precinct 


four, says that he has, at times, graveled a 
place beside a road that the public uses as 
a turn-around point, but that if this is on 
private land it is used by the public. 


A "dough board" of mine has the name 


"F.L. Doak Lumber Co., Corsicana, 
Texas" on it. Can you tell me what years 
they were in business here? 


Action Line checked with the two men in 


town who would likely remember such a 
company, and neither of them had ever 
heard of it. 


Emmett Dosser, manager of McKee 


Lumber Co., said he has been in the 
lumber business here since 1932 and he 
doesn't remember ever hearing of the 
company. 


Likewise, Bill Brietz of Whiteselle's 


Brick and Lumber Co., which has been in 
business here since 1875, said he didn't 
recall the company, either. 


If there are any readers with in- 


formation on the Doak Lumber Co., please 
contact Action Lione and we will pass 
along that information. 


ACTION LINE FEEDBACK — William 


V. Mowlam, a retired lumberman here, 
called Action Line with information 
concerning the Doak Lumber Co., subject 
of yesterday's Action Line. According to 
Mowlam, Fred Doak operated the yard 
here from the 1890's through 1915. 


The yard was located in the 300 block of 


E. 7th, where Corsicana Lumber Co. is 
today. Mowlam said his father in 1896 was 
given a chair by Doak that Mowlam still 
has at his home. Doak lived at 15th and 
Collin, where Safeway's parking lot is now 
located. 


According to W.P. Murchison, president 


of the local historical society, the Doak 
family was well known in town, and also 
owned a lumber yard in Hubbard. The 
businesses closed in 1915, he said, and 
were not operated for some years until 
purchased by and opened as the Lion Grey 
Lumber Co. That company later became 
Corsicana Lumber Co. 


Mowlam said that in the 1920's, during 


the oil boom, there were five lumber 
companies operating here. 


Quite likely, Mowlam speculated, the 


dough board was purchased from some 
other company by Doak and given as a 
promotional item rather than being 
manufactured at the lumber yard.

$8,000 county purchase 
order 'overlooked'

County Judge Rob Dunn, who 


is the Navarro County pur- 
chasing agent, contracted to 
have 
approximately 
$8,000 


worth of work done on a road 
while acting as commissioner of 
Precinct One and never made a 
purchase order out on the ex- 
penditure. 


Hamilton Road in the Chapel 


Hills Addition was prepared and 
seal-coated by Hable and Sons 
Constriction for a total cost of 
$7,9Cp. Two bids were taken by 
Arjb'h Simmons on May 19 while 
he was acting as the Com- 
missioners 
Office 
secretary. 


Hable and Sons submitted the 
low bid of $1.40 per square yard. 


The work on the road began 


sometime in June and was 
completed 
before 
Com- 


missioner Precinct One Clint 
Bell took office in June. 


THE FIVE BILLS for the 


road were dated July 5 through 
the 31st and were all for under 
$3,000. A purchase order was 
made out and signed for the 


expenditure on Sept. 22 by Bell, 
three months after the work 
was 
completed. 
Com- 


missioner's Court approved the 
bill at last Friday's meeting. 


"It 
must 
have 
been an 


oversight on my part," Dunn 
said concerning the lack of a 
purchase order for the ex- 
penditure. 


"The way the purchase order 


system 
is drawn up, if I 


overlooked 
it the day 
the 


.agreement was made, unless it 
is called to my attention by the 
auditor's office, I presume a 
purchase 
order 
has 
been 


made," Dunn said. 


When asked how it could be 


brought to his attention by the 
auditor when there was no way 
the auditor could have known 
the contract for building the 
road had been made, Dunn 
shrugged. 


SINCE NO purchase order 


was made for the $7,900 ex- 
penditure, there are no records, 
except for records of bids made, 
in the county to indicate that a 
contract to build the road had 


been made. 


"It's not any different, we 


have the same thing everyday 
ever since the purchase order 
system was put in here," 
County Auditor Bill Smith said. 
"It is non-compliance with the 
purchase order system and 
Dunn is the purchasing agent," 
Smith added. 


"It subverts the intent of the 


purchase order system," Smith 
said. 


Smith said if the money had 


not been available, the bill could 
not have been paid. He said that 
they had no choice but to pay 
the bill once it was submitted, 
despite the lack of a purchase 
order. "We could stop it but I 
don't think that would make 
sense," he said. 


SMITH SAID 90 per cent of 


county purchases are made 
without any authority other 
than the officeholders. 


"They put $60,000 in a com- 


puter and outside consultants 
and then ignore what the out- 
side consultants tell them to 
do," Smith added. 


City lowers increase

Citing unanticipated revenue 


from delinquent tax collections 
and sales tax refunds, Mayor 
Sue Youngblood received city 
commission approval Tuesday 
for a cut in the recently enacted 
garbage rate increase.

cents to 25 cents per month. The 
rate will be $2.75 monthly, as 
opposed to the $3.25 rate passed 
by the commission last month. 


Commissioner H.R. Stroube 


Jr. voted against lowering the 
rate, maintaining his continued 
opposition to raising the gar- 
bage rates in any manner. 


NOTING

the city had been able to recoup 
$36,000 
in

collections, 


Stroube said he feels more work 
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could eliminate the need for any 
increase. 


Mrs. Youngblood interrupted 


the roll call vote at this point 
and told Stroube he had "ail the 
charm of an untipped waiter." 


The other four members of 


the commission voted to pass 
the rate reduction. 


City Manager Dick Ballenger 


had 
provided, 
at 
Mrs.

Old church converted 
into square dance hall

SILVER CITY — When the Community 


Baptist Church was built around the turn of 
the century, little did church deacons realize 
that some day the white frame building would

Lewis says getting the "Square Dance 


Corral" moved to its present site next to his 
home was no easy task. 


A special permit was needed from the 


Texas Highway Department so that the 
building could be moved intact without 
having to be cut in half. "The only time we 


could move it was at 12 noon," he explains. 


A kitchen and restrooms are being added to 


the structure which had a sloping floor 
leading down to what once was the pulpit. 
Lewis and volunteer workers tore out two 
classrooms, and reset tne flooring so that 
the building now has one large room, with a 
flat floor that is suited for square dancing. 


LEWIS SAYS THAT square dancing has 


been popular in the metropolitan areas tor 
many years, but tha) interest in the most 
popular .pnd widely Jtf -,. .',< type of American 
folk dance is just bep^ilng to grow in rural 
areas. 


The Twin City Promenaders club was 


formed in early 1975 by a group of Dawson 
and Hubbard citizens as a bicentennial 
project. The club has 19 couples who are 
members. 


Norman Summers, mayor of Dawson and 


Purdon postmaster, is president of the square 
dance 
club which meets 
regularly 
on 


Saturday nights. The organization is a 
member of the North Texas Square Dance 
Association and is host to other clubs in the 
area. 


Monday nights have been reserved for 


beginning square dance lessons open to the 
public. Lewis and Summers say that anyone 
interested in learning to square dance is 
welcomed to attend the lessons. 


Spectators are welcome any time they say.

Police smash gambling ring here

ring in the city's history, seizing 
$100,000 in printed gambling 
tickets and ending a racket 
believed to have handled more 
than $500,000 in illegal bets last 
year.

Got a New Year's card 
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The report cards Corsicana 


school students will be bringing 
home this year will differ from 
those of previous years, ac- 
cording to administrators, with 
the parents receiving simpler 
and 
more 
meaningful 
in- 


formation about the progress of 
their children. 


The grade reports will be 


standardized for all 12 grades, 
showing a numerical average 
for all work done during the six- 
week period and the grade level 
of the work that student has 
performed. 


That will give parents a 


clearer 
idea 
of how 
their 


children are 
performing in 


school, director of instruction 
Tommy Wardell noted. 


EACH COURSE will have two 


numbers on the report cards, 
the first showing the average 
grade and the second showing 
the level. Thus, if a student 
receives a 93-3 grade, the parent 
will know that his child has 


earned a 93 average while 
performing third grade work. 


"In no case will the number 


(showing grade level) be higher 
than the grade to which a 
student is assigned," Wardell 
explained in a letter to be sent to 
parents. 


However, that grade could be 


below the level to which a 
student has been promoted, 
indicating that the student is not 
performing work at the level to 
which he has been promoted. 


"STUDENTS 
WHO 
are 


working below grade level must 
show a definite amount of 
progress during the year before 
they will be promoted to the 
next year," Wardell said. 


Specifically, such students 


will have to progress through a 
minimum of two readers higher 
than the one begun in Sep- 
tember and will have had to 
have begun work in a book at 
their own grade level and have 
maintained 
a 60 per 
cent 


average or better for that work. 


Currently, administrators are 


completing work on a list of 
minimum 
requirements 
for 


each grade level which students 
must meet in order to be 
promoted to the next level. 
Those 
standards 
itemize 


specific skills which students 
will be expected to know and 
specified levels of 
progress 


which the students must meet in 
order to be promoted. 


Those 
standards 
will 
be 


published in Sunday's Home 
and Family Section.

Utilities Commission has work cut out

Something is happening right 


now in Texas that is as im- 
portant as anything that has 
ever happened here, at least in 
a long time. 


On Sept. 1, the Texas State 


Utilities Commission opened for 
business, meaning that it is now 
ready to consider rate requests 
or protests. 


To summarize the situation, 


the commissioners have sole 
jurisdiction now over telephone 
rates, 
they 
may 
consider 


electric power rates on request 
of local city commissions, but 
they hav? no jurisdiction over 
natural gas rates because this 
jurisdiction was left with the 
Railroad Commission. 


DURING THE first hour, the 


Southwestern 
Bell Telephone 


Co. delivered a big truckload of 
materials to them pertaining to 
their request for a statewide 
rate hike of approximately 18 
per cent plus some 
fringe 


requests, such as the right to 
charge for directory assistance 
beyond a minimum number of 
calls. 


It is not my purpose now to 


discuss the merits of their rate 
request, although it shook up 
local telephone users because 
less than a year ago their local 
rates 
were 
increased 
ap- 


proximately the same amount. 
If this entire request is granted, 
it will mean local increases of 
approximately 36 per cent to a 
company that is doing well 
financially. 


Before 
that 
statement 
is 


questioned, let me quote from a 
column in the Dallas Times 
Herald written by Dick Hitt: 
"Tuesday, 
Page-one 
story: 


American 
Telephone 
and 


Telegraph becomes the first 
corporation ever to report net 
income of one billion dollars in 
three-month 
quarter. 
Back- 


pages story: Ma Bell insistent 
on needing rate hike in Texas 
estimated to produce additional 
298-million-dollar 
annual 


revenue." 


WHY IS THIS event so im- 


portant since we do not propose 
to go into the merits of the case? 
Simply because it is their first 
big hearing. I understand that 
the other smaller 
telephone 


companies joined them before 
the week was out in asking for 
comparable increases. So what 
is their real motive? To hit them 
"fustes for the mostes?" To ask 
for more than they can really 
expect in order to compromise 
and score with them quickly? 
To test their mettle and learn 
quickly 
whether 
the 
'Com- 


mission 
will 
be 
customer- 


centered or industry-centered? 
Or do they really want and 
expect that much? 


We will probably never know 


the answer to that one, but the 
real answer is probably a bit of 
all of them. 


Definitely their decision will 


reveal some hints at least of an 
answer to that third question. 
Any decision giving the com- 
pany most of their requests will 
point up their industry interest. 
A 
rejection 
of 
the 
entire 


request, or even a large scaling 
down of it, will indicate a great 
deal of consumer interest on 
their part. At any rate, we will

The Navarro County Com- 


missioners 
Court voted 
to 


establish a County 
Welfare 


Board and budgeted $3,000 for 
use in paying for foster care for 
children, in custody of the 
Welfare Department who are 
ineligible for state funds. 


The county voted to set up a 


commissioners court appointed 
board of interested citizens to 
oversee 
the 
foster 
care 


program. With a board the 
children who's care is being 
paid by the county will have 
state paid medical insurance. 


Presently children who are 


eligible 
for 
state 
support 


receive medical care and from 
between $3 to $5 per day paid to 
the foster home. Children who 
have two able bodied parents or 
who!s families make over a 
certain amount of money are 
not eligible for states grants and 
the county must foot the bill for 
their foster care. 


IN THE PAST free foster 


homes have been used for those 
children who were not eligible 
for state money, but Mrs. 
Thelma Pryor, director of the 
local Welfare office, explained 
that there were not very many 


of these homes and that the 
children were not eligible for 
medical insurance from the 
state. 


Mrs. Pryor explained that 


with a Welfare Board con- 
tributions could be accepted 
which cannot be accepted now 
by the Welfare Department. 


Tom McKinzie of the Welfare 


Budget Department Regional 
office in Dallas, explained the 
system of the .board to the 
commissioners. 


The 
Welfare 
Department 


handled 12 children who were 
eligible for state money and five 
children who were ineligible 
last year. She said the cost of 
supporting the five children who 
did not receive state funds were 
$1,407 and she 
expected more 


children next year. 


MRS. PRYOR explained that 


the Welfare Department takes 
the children from their families 
only as a last resort when the 
child is considered to be in 
danger from child abuse or 
neglect. 


The County will not be han- 


dling money for children sup- 
ported by the state, only han- 
dling money budgeted to help 
children who do not receive 
state funds. 


Social Security 


Highway cutback 
likely for state 


Why is social security com- 


pulsory for most people but not 
for some? 
. Until recent reports about 
State and local public em- 
ployees who are considering 
dropping out of social security 
many people didn't know that 
social security is not com- 
pulsory for some people. Now 
many are wondering why it's 
compulsory for most, according 
to David Helmer Manager of 
the Corsicana Social Security 
Office. 


The answer is that social 


security is based on compulsory 
particpation 
and 
universal 


coverage. 
Compulsory 
par- 


ticipation 
means 
that 
the 


system can count on a constant 
stream of new entrants and 
continuous 
income 
to 
pay 


benefits. Universal coverage - 
or nearly universal since 9 out 
of 10 jobs are covered by social 
security - means that workers 
can 
build 
uninterrupted 


protection against the loss of 
earnings 
caused 
by 
death, 


retirement, or disability. 


What would happen if people 


participated in social security 
on a voluntary basis? Many 
students of social security feel 
that many people wouldn't 
participate. 


People with low incomes, for 


example, would tend to spend 
their money for necessities and 
neglect saving it for the future. 
Rich people who can provide for 
their future in other ways would 
ignore social security. 


The result of voluntary social 


security, according to Richard 
E. Johnson, professor of risk 
management and insurance ai: 
the University of Georgia, is 
that "the large group of middle 
income earners will not only 
pay 
tor 
their 
own future 


security, 
but will also be 


obligated to pay most of the tab 
for 
the 
increased 
welfare 


costs." 


So-for 
whom 
is 
social 


security not compulsory, and 
why? 


In addition to State and local 


public employees, the largest 
group, social security is not 
compulsory for Federal em- 
ployes, employers of certain 
non-profit groups involved in 
charitable, 
educational, 
or 


religious 
activities, 
and 


ministers 
and 
members 
of 


religious orders. 


The reason why varies with 


the group. Participating in 
social security is optional and 
not compulsory for State and 
local employees to avoid the 
Constitutional issue of imposing 
a Federal tax on a State. 
Federal 
employees 
were 


already covered under the civil 
service retirement system at 
the time the social security law 
was passed, and the Congress 
did not think it necessary to 
replace it. Certain nonprofit 
groups have tax-exempt status 


which must be waived before 
they can be held liable for social 
security taxes. Ministers and 
members of religious orders 
may withdraw for religious 
reasons to preserve the prin- 
ciple of the separation of church 
and State. 


As long as the majority of 


these groups 
chose 
to be 


covered- under social security, 
the need for compulsory and 
universal coverage was met. 
With withdrawals being con- 
sidered by some State and local 
governments, 
Congress 
is 


currently reconsidering their 
status. 


The Navarro County Com- 


missioners Court heard a report 
by John Blain, District Highway 
Department engineer, on the 
possible consequences in store 
for the Texas Highway system 
if 
the 
McKinzie 
Report 


suggestions are adopted. 


The McKinzie Report is a 


report made by a consulting 
firm after a year long study of 
the State Highway system and 
the projected expenditures and 
revenues of the State Highway 
Fund. 


The report said that projects 


already approved by the State 
Highway Commission 
would 


call for expenditures of $11.8 
billion in the next 20 years with 
projected income of only $1.9 
billion over the next 20 years. 


He explained that this meant 


a cutback of projects and said 
the report also drew out a back- 
bone highway system which 
would be on the high priority list 
to complete. 


The only addition to highways 


in Navarro County in the report 
was a suggestion of a con- 
tinuous left hand turn lane, to be 
built on Highway 31 through 
Corsicana. This project has not 
been approved by the Highway 
Commission. 


The expansion of west High- 


way 31 from Corsicana to the 
Hill County Line was not on the 
priority list. 


Blain noted that even with the 


cutback on construction the 
maintenance of roads would fall 
off drastically by the 1980's.

The historical marker is 


located next to the Corps' 
headquarters area on Farm 
Road 557, on the eastern edge of 
the lake. 


Construction of the lake dam 


began Dec. 23, 1959, and was 
completed May 10, 1963, at a 
cost of $9.6 million. The project 
provides flood protection along 
Richland Creek and in the 
Trinity River basin. It also 
provides a source of municipal 
water supply for the cities of 
Corsicana, Dawson and Hub- 
bard and a recreation resource 
that attracts over a million 
visitors annually. 


According to Mrs. Putman, 


the project derived its name 


from 
its proximity to the 


Navarro Mills community, 
which was founded in 1860. The 
first flour mill in Navarro 
County was located nearby and 
was called Navarro Mills. 


During the course of con- 


struction, archeological in- 
vestigations in the lake area 
uncovered an Indian skeleton 
and a dinosaur tooth which are 
on display at Navarro County's 
Pioneer Village Museum 
Corsicana.
